Dr. Manning read the report of the Executive Committee as 


to the scope and character of our publications. After_amend- 


_ ment, the report was adopted as follows: _ 
_ The character of the publications to be issued by the Commis- 


sion is in many ways the most important question to be decided. 
In the first place, frequent statements are needed to make clear 
to other Commissions the idea and aim of the proposed World 


Conference. Now that the policy of inter-Commission meetings 


has been undertaken, there should be increased harmony and 


mutual understanding between the Commissions, but interna- - 


tional inter-Commission meetings will be practically impossible, 
except possibly at very long intervals, and our publications will 
still be an important part of our communications with other 
‘Commissions, especially those at a distance. But our publications 
should be made to reach beyond the Commissions. Reunion will 


never be reached by the agreement of leaders merely. The great 
body of Christian men and women must be helped more earnestly 
to desire, and to believe in the possibility of, the achievement of 
God's purpose of unity. Perhaps one of the chief reasons for lack 


of interest is despair of the possibility of healing our divisions. 


It must be our effort to dispel this feeling as far as possible. 
Very much must be done to create among ourselves and perhaps 


in the membership of other Communions and among the other — 


Commissions, the compelling desire for true unity and its effective 
manifestation, but it must also be made clear that the only road 


to that result is one of boundless patience, and, therefore, that the 


World Conference is proposed, not immediately for constructive 
work, but for the loving and sympathetic and truly catholic con- 
sideration of the points of difference which now keep Christians 
in hostile camps. Partly from lack of comprehension of the foun- 
dations on which alone permanent reunion can rest, partly from 
confidence each ‘in his own opinions and the conviction that all 
others must be wholly wrong, but chiefly from laudable impa- 
tience to attain reunion at once, there is a widely prevalent de- 


sire to begin the work of active reconstruction immediately. Very 
few of the writers of the 20,000 to 30,000 letters which have been. 
received by us, have noted that the chief object of the Conference : 
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is the discussion of many of them. propose -one 


concordat. _of them are content to de- 


mand, or at best to rejoice at what they suppose to be the prospect 
of, a surrender by the Episcopal Church of most of its distinctive — 
tenets. Most of them, and perhaps many of us, do not recognize 
the distinction between unity and uniformity. Much patient 


- effort should be devoted to making this clear. It will be difficult © a 


and delicate work, for what one man regards as a matter of —_ 


ion or taste another will maintain as essential to the Faith. 


_ The fundamental principles of our undertaking, its limitations 


: and its possibilities, the great need of unity, the sin and loss of - ; 


disunion, the necessity of prayer, and the importance of a more 
thorough knowledge, on the part of each Communion, of the posi- 


tions of the other Communions, should be stated again and again, 


in different ways and by different minds, so that they may be more 


fully established and more thoroughly understood. Some leaders 
_ criticise our publications as too elementary. ‘The requests coming 


from all over the world for copies of one or another of our publi- 
cations, amounting 1 in all to many thousands, and the letters of per- 
sonal commendation which they have called forth, show that they 


are meeting, or perhaps producing, a widespread need and that 
_ they are a useful agency. The fact, however, that only about 7000 
_ Individuals have expressed a wish to receive the publications reg- 


ularly shows either that much more must be done to create a wider

The consideration of these things is to be reserved 


for the Conference itself. Even in that preparatory formulation 


of questions which will probably prove to be necessary and de-

_ Conference is the end in view, and no discussion of the riaeeen 
_ must be undertaken. 
_ We are not to attempt, we must avoid even the appearance of 


2 attempting, however lovingly, to convert each other, and espe- _ 
cially we are not to surrender our present convictions or seek the — 


surrender from others of theirs. The churches which claim succes- 
sion from the undivided Church are not now, so far as this move- 


ment is concerned, even to seek to win back those who have sepa- 


rated, or been separated, from the historic bodies. 


Our publications so far have proceeded too much from one — 
school of thought in the Church. Other schools should be repre- 


sented, not only to give assurance of our good faith and to dis- 
_ play the comprehensiveness of the Anglican Communion, but 
because they may more easily reach the minds of some of our 


brethren to whom our publications already issued do not appeal.

_ There is very little prayer for unity and still less of true prayer. 
No preparations for the Conference will be of any real value 
until we, and others, have been brought to the realization and 
— of true prayer for reunion.

Centuries of polemics have left us unable to comprehend eirenics. 

We need greatly to realize that the spirit in which we should 

approach the Conference is one of anxious desire to 
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_ to exhibit to them the precious things of which we are stewards 
that they may gain from us. Many are yet standing aloof from 
us in the fear that the Conference will lead to compromise or 


of surrender of the truth. It cannot be stated too often or too em- 


phatically that nothing is further from the plan of the Conference. 
We should deprecate discussions on principles of Faith and Order 
between members of different Communions, on account of the dan- 
ger that, while anticipating the discussions which the proposed 
_ World Conference will engage in, they may excite an antago- 
_ nism which would have a tendency to frustrate the objects which 
the Conference would desire to further. This principle should be 
carefully observed by us in the publication of literature. _ 


Publications of the classes indicated above will do much to show 
the value and the danger of temporary expedients or substitutes. 


_ for unity. Federation of churches and codperation in foreign mis- a 


sion and in domestic social work, when this involves no compro-. 

mise of principle, are proving of great value in promoting kindly - 
Christian feeling and efficiency and economy of effort, but there 
is danger that they will be taken as substitutes for unity, and 
that, if so taken, the essential facts of the Christian Faith will be 
lost. The advocates of federation are being pressed to show why 
they should exclude Jews and Mahometans from their social and 
_ industrial work, and India and China are beginning to consider 
whether a religion which professes to be adapted for all sorts of -

The genes Committee therefore recommends that the Com- 
mittee on Literature be instructed to continue to issue publica- 
_ tions on the topics above suggested and on cognate subjects within 
_ the limitations presently to be discussed. The same topic should 
be treated more than once and by different hands, so that we may 
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different conditions and varying habits of thought. Especially — 
should members of other Commissions be.asked to write on these | 
topics. They are as deeply concerned in the matter as we, and — 

_ presumably they can reach better than we the minds of members 
of their own Communions. But invitations to write should not 
be restricted to members of Commissions. It should, of course, be 

made plain that an invitation to write a paper is not a guaranty 

of its acceptance. Small as our mailing list at present is, com-— 
pared with what we hope it will be, it probably offers a more 

- diverse list of readers than any publication now issued anywhere, 
and, therefore, affords an attractive field for the greatest ability, 

not to take into account the fact that thousands of extra copies 
are requested of those of our leaflets which have commended them- 


| selves to the persons on our present list.

Our Committee on Literature is a strong one. The Commission 
should fully trust it to carry out its work on the lines laid down. 
Its work will require great sacrifice of time and strength in the 

_ frequent meetings which it should hold for consultation and the 
careful consideration it should give to the effort to secure suit- - 

able matter for publication and to the revision of papers sub- _ 

_ mitted. It should be urged to consult frequently with members . 
of our own Communion in other countries, and especially with 
members of other Communions at home and abroad. In every 
case of the slightest doubt as to whether a paper offered or ob- 
tained for publication will provoke controversy, the Committee 
should consult meinbers of other Communions, and especially of 

that one which is chiefly concerned, and if there be any doubt 
remaining, the paper should not be published. 

It would be well to encourage joint authorship. Letters which 

we receive almost daily show that there is still a widespread sus- 

-picion that our suggestion of the World Conference is but a more 
or less thinly veiled attempt to proselytize. Joint authorship would 
be a sure way of displacing that suspicion and of inspiring con- 
fidence i in our effort and hope for its success. | 
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‘The Committee on Literature should have as definite a policy 


\as possible, and, to secure harmony, it should, from time to time, _ : 


present statements of its future policy to the Commission for its 
approval; but having once made sure that its policy meets the 
approval of the Commission, it should then be allowed to do its 


own work.

The formulation of the questions to be submitted to the Confer- 


ence, or, if committees are appointed before the Conference for 
the study of divisive questions, to such committees, may well re- 
quire years of patient effort and the consultation of many minds 
in. many parts of the world. No matter how excellent any indi- 
vidual formulation of such questions might be, its effect would 
undoubtedly be to provoke controversy, while its value would be 
enormously increased if it were approved by a number of repre- 
sentative men, even if not a word were changed. 

For the same reason, this Committee recommends that no publi- 
cation of elementary truths be undertaken, unless the Committee 
on Literature is clearly of the opinion, reached by itself or after 
consultation with a sufficient number of other divines, that the 
proposed publication contains nothing likely to provoke contro- 

versy or to create the suspicion of proselytizing.

Other Changes in Membership of the Commission 


Three other members the Commission_ has lost by death since 
1922: the Rt. Rev..Alfred Harding, the Rev. Robert Talbot and Mr. 


_ Edward P. Bailey. The Rt. Rev. Charles Fiske. resigned his mem- 
‘bership on account of ill health. Seven new members have been added: 


the Rt. Rev. James DeWolf Perry, Jr., the Rev. G. Freeland Peter, 


the Rev. Z. B. Phillips, the. Rev. George Craig Stewart, the Rev. 


Floyd W. Tomkins, Jr., Mr. Ralph W. Brown and Mr. Gardner K. 
Byers. 

Important changes i in the adeniniabration ‘occurred follow ing the 
last General Convention. Bishop Anderson resigned the presidency 
of the Commission, feeling obliged to give up the heavy responsibilities 
of the office after having carried them for twelve years. Bishop Man- 
ning was elected to succeed him as president, and to the chairmanship 
of the Executive Committee thus made vacant Bishop Perry was | 
elected. The office of the Commission was thereby fixed in Providence, 
R. I., where suitable quarters were secured. The Rev. Floyd W. 
Tonikine. Jr., was appointed executive secretary. | 


Decision as to Date of the World Conference 


It will be remembered that since the preliminary meeting at 


Geneva in 1920, the arrangements for the World Conference on Faith 


and Order have been under the joint direction of the Commissions of 
all the co-operating churches, acting through the Continuation Com- 
mittee there appointed. This Committee met at Stockholm from 
August 15 to 18, 1925, under the chairmanship of Bishop Brent, with a 


- representative attendance from America, England, Europe, Australia, 
the Near East and the Orient. Four members of your Commission 


were present: Bishop Brent, Bishop Perry, the Rev. Floyd W. Tom- 


kins, Jr., and Mr. Ralph W. Brown. It was decided unanimously to 


hold the World Conference at Lausanne, Switzerland, in August, 1927. 


‘The number of members was set at approximately 500, the appor- 


tionment of that number being left to the Business Committee with 
the proviso that no church should have more than ten representatives. 
In this connection it is interesting to note that eighty-four autonomous 


churches, practically every major trinitarian communion in Christen- 
dom, except the Roman Catholic, will be omcahy represented at the 


Conference. | 

The adoption of an Agenda for the Conference occupied the greater 

part of the three days’ meeting in Stockholm. This was not because 

of any controversy but because of the thorough and detailed considera- 


e 
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tion which was given to the draft proposed by the Subjects Committee. 
As this draft included sixteen propositions to be used as the basis for 
discussion, covering the nature of the Church, the Creed, the Ministry, 
and the nature of Unity, it is indeed remarkable and full of encourage- 
ment that such a group found it possible to agree on the adoption of the 
Agenda. Thus:the Committee unanimously and with noticeable | 
harmony set its seal to the work of preparation which committees and 
individuals had been doing separately and in comparative isolation 
since the meeting at Geneva in 1920. Without doubt a great part of 
this result is due to progress toward a common mind that has grown —— 
out of the regional conferences on reunion in many parts of the world. 
The Agenda has been printed, and is now being circulated to all 
the churches for their information. It is also intended to serve as the 
basis for preliminary discussion by local conferences, and this discus- 
-sion will be the main preparatory work of the next two years. 


Preparatory Work in America 


The work of the Commission during the past three years has.al- 
ready been directed toward the formation of these local conference 
groups, as welt as toward the arousing of general interest in the ap- 
proaching World Conference. These form the two chief lines of activity 
that we have to report. | | 

The work of propaganda was soeathy nested. since the many years 
that have been consumed in securing the adherence of churches 
throughout the world, and the distraction interposed by the Great — 

War, have caused many of our people either to forget this movement 
or to imagine that it was dead. To meet this situation, popular 
articles were prepared and distributed among the diocesan papers 
which generously co-operated to give them wide circulation. Oppor-— 
tunities for addresses on the subject of the World Conference were 
‘secured wherever possible both in parish churches and at meetings 
of various organizations. The subject was presented at a majority 
of the diocesan conventions, and in this connection it should be men- 
tioned that forty-four dioceses have appointed committees to co-operate . 
with the Commission in making the movement known and in promot- 
ing local conferences. These committees have rendered valuable 
help, making possible the starting of many conference groups. ue —_- 
Commission desires to record its appreciation of their aid. 
Special efforts have been directed to the spreading of knowledge of 
‘the World Conference through addresses and courses of study at the — 
church summer schools. In 1923, addresses were made at twenty. 
schools. In 1924, a five-day course on the subject ‘Christian Unity 
and the Method of Conference’ was given at twelve schools, and 
. addresses at eight others. Last summer a still larger number of op- 
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portunities could have been secured, but it was impossible to provide 
. sufficient leaders for them all. : | 
Correspondence soon showed the need of greater circulation of the 
many valuable books on the subject of Christian Unity, so a Loan 
Library was established from which over 300 volumes have been bor- 
rowed to date. The Library contains 62 titles and others are con- 
stantly added, for books on the subject come almost monthly from the 
press. | 


The Octave of Prayer 


By far the most “successful means of bringing the subject to the 
attention of the < hurch has been the Octave of Prayer for Unity ob- 
served each year during the eight days preceding Whitsunday. The 
response has increased from year to year, especially through the co- 
operation of the branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary. In many dioceses 
the project received the active support of the Bishop and of the diocesan 
committee. The reports that have come in of the observance last 
May indicate that every part of the country responded to the call to 
prayer. Over forty thousand copies of the leaflet prepared for the — 
Octave were sent out from the Commission's office ‘to fill requests from 
parishes. Nothing has served so well to put the Commission in touch 
with those throughout our Church who are interested in the cause of | 
Christian Unity and are willing to give their efforts to promote it. 

In speaking of the Octave of Prayer as a means of arousing in- 
terest, we are referring, of course, to what is merely a by-product, as 
it were, of the observance. We do not presume to-estimate the effects 
of the real function of the Octave, the offering of united prayer for the 
reunion of hristendom. 


Conference Groups 


a other purpose which the Commission — sought to carry out 
is the promotion of local conference groups. Such groups are an 
essential part of the plan for a World Conference, and without their 
preliminary and exploratory work the much more difficult and com- 
plicated discussion in the international meeting will be seriously handi- 
capped. ‘In this country few conference groups had met before 1923. 

A year's trial showed that correspondence was a hopeless method 
of attempting to start a group. The idea of discussion without con- 
troversy was so novel that it needed more than letters and printed 
pamphlets to induce people to try it. Experience showed, however, 
that when the id&a was explained to an actual group it met an immediate © 
response, and usually the group would vote to try the experiment of a 
series of meetings for such discussion. In this way some thirty-five 
local groups have been started, composed of members of different 
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churches, actly clergy but in in some cases may men or r (in three instances) 
exclusively women. 

~The result of this” experience has been to show that there is a 
growing readiness to meet together for the discussion of things in which 
we differ, and that these discussions can be carried on not only without 
__hitterness but with actual increase of gcod-will because of the i increase 
in sympathetic understanding. 


General Conferences 


It is to be remembered that conference itself, the assembling of 
divided Christendom, to promote inquiry and mutual understanding, 
is the purpose for which the Commission was originally created and the 
duty with which it was specifically charged. Since first suggested 
fifteen years ago, the conception of conference has developed through 

ee successive stages from pious hope, through a period of uncertain ex- 
periment, to attainable fact. This process may be traced to more 
causes than to organized endeavor for reunion. The self examination 
induced by a wounded Christian conscience and the aftermath of war 
has found expression in searching questions, not the least of which is 
a demand for the utterance of God's judgments by His Church, and the 
consequent inquiry by what single authoritative voice the Church 
may speak. Again, the recent storms of controversy have been fol- 
lowed by a deepened and chastened conviction that the quest of truth 
is successfully pursued not in warfare of words, but in reasonableness 
of mind and in the bond of peace. The effort to effect such unity of © 
spirit through co-operation in good works has required of all concerned 
in it a virtual conspiracy of silence touching the matters which con- 
cern them most. Realizing that co-operation at such price left them 
working together in the dark, representatives of many churches re- 
sponded to the call for immediate conference, albeit without full pre- 


paration, on questions touching Faith and Order. ee 
~The preliminary Conference at Geneva, in 1920, had opened the 
: way for further rapprochement by establishing personal contacts, and 
= by appointing a Continuation Committee with sub-committees on 
f business and on the preparation of subjects for discussion. The work 


of these three committees under the leadership of Robert H. Gardiner 
had progressed so far in 1923 as to suggest to the American members a 
Conference on the material already set forth by the Subjects Com- 
mittee. It was held on the third-and fourth of ‘April in that year, at 
Kew Gardens, Long Island. There were present representatives of 
the Presbyterian, C ongregational, Methodist, Disciples, and Episcopal 
Churches, thirty-six in all. The sessions occupied two days under the 
_ leadership of Bishop Brent, Chairman of the Continuation Committee. 
The subjects, considered with utmost frankness and complete harmony 
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of feeling, were the nature of the Church and the Christian ministry. 
Regarded as a venture, until then unattempted, by the bodies partici- 
pating, it was so successful as to lead seven months later to a fuller 
Conference, called to consider the whole question of reunion, with 
special reference to the Christian Faith as set forth in the historic 
creeds. This met at Buffalo, in November, 1923, and was attended by 
forty representatives from churches in the United States and Canada. 
The statement of different ecclesiastical positions and of conflicting 
opinions was more complete than in the former Conference; and the 
degree of harmony was naturally less reassuring, on account of the size 
and the constitution of the assembly. It proved, however, the great 
- importance, especially in America, of conference on doctrinal matters; 
also the practicability of it, despite obvious difficulties. | 
Both of these experiments disclosed the need for approaches be- 
tween representatives of two churches at a time, in conference more in- 


timate and more specific than had been found as yet possible in- 


larger gatherings. | 

To this end, a meeting was arranged and held at Now York Ci ity 
in November, 1924, between the Commissions of the Presbyterian and 
Episcopal Churches. It was the first of several similar sessions that 
have been contemplated. A second one between the same bodies will 
be held in December, 1925. In a meeting of that character and size 


it was found that conference could proceed more freely and more 


profitably without fixed agenda. Such conference led also, without the 


_disadv antages of formal speech making, to a large degree of common, 


understanding and even of agreement. 


~Meanwhile, in England, the Archbishops’ Committee and the 


representatives of. the Federal Council of Free Churches have met 
regularly for five years, in eighteen general conferences and in many 
more sessions of sub-committees, for the consideration of the Lambeth 
- proposals. In South India, also, conferences between representa- 
tives of the Church of England, the Presbyterians, Dutch Reformed, 


Congregationalists and, more recently, the Methodists, have made | 


notable progress as indicated in their reports. 


‘The Conference on Life and Work 


___The increased contacts thus established between churches in 
America, England, and the East, and the spirit of counsel engendered 


by the commissions on the World Conference and by the Lambeth 

Conferences, have been potent factors in the conception and consum- 

mation of the plan for a Universal Christian Conference on Life and 

Work, which assembled at Stockholm in August of the present year. 

The reason for the movement was the desire felt by Christendom, as

expressed by the King of Sweden in opening the Conference, ‘‘to see 
more clearly than hitherto the way which the Church has to go in order 
to realize the spirit of C hrist 1 in our present world, torn by unrest and 
strife.” 


The purpose of the Conference was avowedly practical, doctrinal 


~ matters having been excluded from the agenda. Six topics were pro- 
posed: ‘The Church’s Obligation in View of God’s Purpose for the 


World”; ‘“‘“Economic and Industrial Relations’; ‘‘Social and Moral 
Problems’’; ‘International Relations, with Special Reference to Peace’’; 

“Christian Education”; and ‘Co-operation between the C hurches.”’ 

Necessarily, the discussion of these themes gave rise to theological and 
ecclesiastical questions which pressed for answers indispensable to the 
solution of social and educational problems. It is not too much to say 
that the Conference marked a new era in the progress of Christendom 


toward unity. It is equally clear, however, that such conference re- | 


mains incomplete unless followed by no less frank discussion of the 
-more fundamental questions touching Faith and Order. Official repre- 


sentatives, over six hundred in all, of all great Christian bodies except — 


the Roman Catholic, from forty nations separated until then by politi- 


cal or racial hostilities and by religious prejudices, met as brethren and 
found common ground for unreserved yet sympathetic counsel upon 


the things pertaining to God’s Kingdom on Earth. 


The Conference was attended by eight members representing the | 


Episcopal Church in America, named by the Presiding Bishop as 
delegates.. Of these, four were sent by your Commission with the 


special purpose of attending the meeting of the Continuation Com- 


mittee convened also at Stockholm on the fifteenth, seventeenth and 
eighteenth of August, to determine as already noted the time, place and 


programme of the Conference on Faith and Order. 


Regarding all conference, whether between two groups or more, 
whether regional or universal, recent experience has shown that the

The third is the company of those whose deep-rooted loyalty to their 

spiritual inheritance invites examination, welcoming every opportunity 

to give reason for their own faith, and to learn the reason for the faith 

of others, knowing that the truth revealed of God is one and infinite, 
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as the C hurch, ‘hick bears witness to that truth, must be ¢ one and uni- 
versal.

Recommendations 
In view of this progress, and the near approach of the goal toward 
which we have been striving since 1910, your Commission recommends 
that we press eyen more earnestly our own efforts in preparation for 
the World Conference on Faith and Order. It requests that the 
Commission be continued and that the necessary funds be provided 
for its work. The appropriation authorized by the last General Con- 
vention has been used with care and economy: of the $25,000 author-. 
ized annually, only $21,765 was drawn by the Commission and $5,000 
of this was, by discretion granted to it, paid to the Treasurer of the 
Continuation Committee as the Church’s contribution toward the — 
general and interdenominational expenses of the movement. Of the — 
balance; used in promoting the cause among our own people, the Com- 
‘mission has been able each year to return a sum of $2;000 to the treasury 
of the National Council. The figures will be found in detail in the 
report.of the Treasurer which is submitted herewith. It may be con- 
fidently promised that, if this Convention recommend the same ap- 
propriation which the last Convention authorized, the Commission will 
keep expenses as far within the appropriation asis possible consistently 
with the prosecution of the work with which it is entrusted.

World Conference on Faith and Order 
1928 


The General Convention of 1910, moved by the growing desire 
among all. Christian people for the fulfillment of our Lord’s prayer 


that all His disciples might be one, appointed a Joint Commission to 


_ bring about a world conference for the consideration of questions | 


touching faith-and order, and to ask all Christian communions 


throughout the world which confess the Lord Jesus Christ as God 


and Saviour to unite in arranging for and conducting such a con- 
ference. | 


The Conference thus initiated met in Lausanne, Switzerland, 


August 3rd to 21st, 1927. The successive steps by which it was 


brought about have been related in the reports of the Joint Commis- 
sion to the General Conventions of 1913, 1916, 1919, 1922 and 1925. 
In the present report, the Commission desire to submit : 


1, A brief record of their work from 1925 to 1927. 
2. An account of the Lausanne Conference. 
3. The documents received by the Conference for transmission 
| to the Churches for their consideration. 
4. Recommendations as to the next steps to be taken. 


I. WORK OF THE COMMISSION, 1925 TO 1927 


Changes in the membership of this Commission since the last — 


report are as follows: the Rev. Frank H. Nelson, D.D., resigned 
December 11, 1925; Mr. Mortimer Matthews died September 1, 1927; 


and Mr. John Nicholas Brown was elected a member December 11, 


1925. The officers of the Commission as elected December 11, 1925, 


are the Rt. Rev. William T. Manning, D.D., Bishop of New York, 


President ; George Zabriskie, D.C.L., Treasurer; the Rt. Rev. James 
DeWolf Perry, D.D., Bishop of Rhode Island, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and the Rev. Floyd W. Tomkins, Jr., Secretary.

In accordance with the authorization given by General Conven- 
tion, the Commission elected seven representatives to the Lausanne— 
Conference and seven alternates, from a carefully selected list of 
names based upon suggestions invited from all the bishops of the 
church and from other leaders. Of those elected, seven were mem- 
bers of the Commission and seven were not members. In addition to 
these, our Church had also three ex officio representatives (by virtue 
of their membership on the Continuation Committee) and two repre- 


sentatives co- -opted by vote of that Committee.

During the two years before the meeting. al a Coakerenes: the 


work of the Commission was closely. linked. with that of the Con- 


tinuation Committee, , representing all the participating churches, 


through the appointment of its secretary, the Rev, Floyd W. ‘Tom- 


kins, Jr., to the staff of that Committee, of which Bishop Brent was 
Chairman and Mr. Zabriskie. Treasurer. Active efforts were. con- 


tinued to arouse in our own people understanding and expectation | of 
the great event so soon to take place. Conferences. were held in a 
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number of centers—in California, Texas, Ohio, Massachusetts and 
Pennsylvania—and by spoken word and articles in the church press 
anticipation was stimulated. A second co nce with the Commis- 


sion of the Presbyterian Church in the U. 5S. A. was held in Chicago 


in March, 1926. The Octave of Prayer for Unity, through the 
hearty co-operation of the Woman’s Auxiliary, was widely observed. 


The Continuation Committee met at Berne, August 23 to 25, 
1926, and took important action with regard to the agenda for the 
Conference, adopting a list of seven topics (including one new topic, 
“The Church’s Message to the World—the Gospel’) instead of the 


previous Draft Agenda, which had aroused adverse criticism. This 


change, which added greatly to the effectiveness of the Conference, 


was in accord with the advice of your Commission. 


Special service of great value was done by Bishop Brent during 
the summer of 1926 in personally visiting, in spite of ill health, a 
number of the European churches and securing their participation in 
the Conference. The impressive representation of the German 
churches at Lausanne was due to his efforts.. The able and painstak- 
ing work of another member of your Commission, Mr. Ralph W. 
Brown, then. Head of the Secretariat and later elected General Sec-- 
retary, must also be mentioned. To him was largely due the remark- 


able efficiency of the arrangements at Lausanne which called forth 


the admiration and gratitude of all who were at the Conference. 


To provide for the cost of the Conference was a serious problem. 


The Business Committee decided to make a general appeal, through 


local committees in important centers in the United States, for gifts . 


from individuals. In these local committees, as well as in the central 


committee under the chairmanship of the Hon. Charles Evans 
Hughes, clergy and laymen of our Church took a leading part, and it 


is gratifying to record that nearly one-half of the total amount con- 


tributed came from Episcopalians—including some exceedingly gen- 
erous individual gifts. Members of your Commission took an active 
part in this successful effort which, by the careful management of | 

the Treasurer of the Conference, Mr. George Zabriskie, provided in © 
full for the many expenses of the preliminary work and of the Lau-

These funds were given for the Continuation Committee and not

After seventeen years of preparation the World Conference on 

- Questions of Faith and Order met at Lausanne, Switzerland, August 
3rd to 21st, 1927, and devoted sixteen working days to, their appointed 
business. More than ninety autonomous Churches, including the 
major Churches of Christendom with the exception of the Roman 


Communion, were represented by over 400 delegates and co-opted 
scholars.* |

Both of the chairmen contributed greatly by their 
spirit and skill to the success of the Conference. Mr. George

The first act of the Conference upon sapeinblling after the open- 
ing service was to adopt a tribute of grateful thanksgiving for the 
life and work of Robert Hallowell Gardiner, to whose devoted labors

The half- hour devotions with which each day’s session began —

The order of procedure can be described here only in a summary 
vay. Subject I, the Call to Unity, was presented on the first day 
in several addresses, and the Report thereon, drafted by Bishop 
Brent, along with the Preamble, also drafted by him, was unanimously 
adopted on the last day of the Conference. Subjects II, the Church’s 

_ Message to the World, The Gospel; III, the Nature of the Church, 
and IV, the Church’s Common Confession of Faith were each given 
a day in full. session, with appointed papers and: speeches, followed 
by discussion under ten-minute time limits for each speech and its 
interpretation. The English, French and German languages were 
used, and the work of the interpreters was done promptly and effec- 
tively. The opening ‘speeches on each subject were available in 
printed translations at the time of delivery. 


The next three days were devoted to sectional distnisslons of 
. these subjects. The whole Conference was divided for this purpose 
into three sections, one for each subject, and each section was sub- 
_ divided into’ groups of 20 to 25 members. Each group reported the 
results of their discussions to their own section, which in turn, with 
the aid of a drafting committee, drew up a report to the Conference. 
The sectional reports were discussed, and amendments were consid- 
ered, in full sessions of the Conference, and then were re-drafted by. 
a general committee before being submitted to final vote. When re- 
ceived by unanimous vote or nemine contradicente they became State-_ 
ments of the Conference. Subjects V, the Church’s Ministry, VI, the » 
Sacraments, and VII, the Unity of Christendom and the Relation 
thereto of Existing Churches, were handled in the same method, ex- 
_ cept that volunteer discussions in full session were omitted for lack 
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of time. In the outcome, Statement VII in the form finally trans- 
mitted to the Churches was not adopted by the Conference, but is 
issued by the Continuation Committee only, as explained in the official 
pamphlet of Reports of the World Conference on Faith and Order. 


The representatives of the Orthodox Eastern Churches, in a 
very kindly statement, announced their inability to vote for any of 
the documents except the Preamble and Reports I, the Call to Unity, » 
and II, the Message of the Church. They consented, none the less, 


to refrain from voting on the subsequent Reports, thus permitting 


Reports III-VI to be. received nem. con. for transmission to the 


Churches. This pronouncement of the Orthodox has, of course, to 
_ be reckoned with, and should be read carefully by all who desire to 


understand the measure of concurrence in Reports III-VI. (See 
pp. 382-386 of Faith and Order, edited by Canon Bate.) | 


_ The more determinative discussions at Lausanne were very in- 
timate, informal and frank; their details are not published for lack — 
of space. They were highly educational, and led to-many interesting 
friendships. The subsequent discussions of the Reports in full ses- 
sion gave opportunity to all sections of the Conference to take part 
in the final shaping of the Reports. Considering the numerous dif- 


ferences, some very acute, which had to be faced, the success of the 


Conference in finally receiving for transmission to the Churches six 
of its Reports, without a divided vote, was amazing, and ever since 
has seemed to be due to the overruling of the Holy Spirit. 


None the less, these Reports are registers of discussions, rather 
than committals of the individual members to the specific propositions 
affirmed in them. They are not transmitted to the Churches as for- 
mal agreements or “resolutions” to be ratified, but as material for 
consideration, discussion and further conference. It is to be remem- 


bered that the expressed purpose of the World Conference which 


your Commission was appointed in 1910 to bring about- was educa- 


tional. Its aim was to promote mutual understanding between 
Christian Communions throughout the world, both of their agree- 


ments and of their differences. Faithfulness to convictions ‘was 


clearly premised ; and in order that no Communion might be deterred 


from sending delegates through fear of compromising committals, it 
was stipulated that the Conference should be limited to.‘ r study and 
discussion, without power to legislate or to adopt resolutions.” 


the | indications emerged that its aim 


and proper business. was not clearly understood by all, ahd:the Rules 
_ of. Procedure. submitted for adoption, in particular Rule 7; appeared 
to contemplate an attempt to secure: the adoption of Statements of 
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Agreement without that frank facing of differences which was re- | 
quired by the original purpose of the Conference. If this changed» 
plan had been pursued such Statements as could have secured the 
stipulated unanimous or nem. con. adoption would have been either 
: inconsequential or (in those matters most urgently requiring mutual 
understanding) hopelessly ambiguous. Better counsels prevailed ; 
and, largely through the efforts of the representatives of this Church, 
_ the Rule referred to was so amended as to require an indication of 

differences as well as agreements in all Statements. adopted. Entire 
frankness of discussion was thus assured. | | 


Even so, it soon appeared that many delegates were fearful of 
compromising committals, and the possibility of obtaining the required 
measure of assent to the findings submitted to vote seemed at one — 
time to be very doubtful. The difficulty was partly met by inserting 
_ in the last paragraph of the Preamble, at the suggestion of one of our 
representatives, the saving clause, “Though we recognize the reports 
to be neither exhaustive nor in all details satisfactory to every mem-_ 
ber of the Conference, we submit them to the Churches for that delib- 
erate consideration which could not be given in the brief period of 
our sessions.” Still further to fortify the purpose. of avoiding com- 
promising committals, a resolution offered from another quarter was 
adopted, providing that the Reports should not be “adopted,” but 
merely “received for transmission to the Churches.” 


Thus the originally stipulated limitations of the Conference were | 
safeguarded, freedom of discussion was secured, and the members 
were enabled to vote nemine contradicente for transmission to the 
Churches of Reports of discussions rather than “resolutions” that 
would commit the members to. precise conclusions on the questions 
of Faith and Order discussed by them. In other words, the Con- 
ference was educational rather than determinative, and initiated rather 
than completed the “study and discussion” for which it was assem- 
bled. In thus initiating such “study and discussion” it accomplished 
its true aim and, by the grace of God, accomplished this in surprising 


degree.

PREAMBLE

We, representatives of many Christian Communions throughout 
the world, united in the common confession of faith in Jesus 
Christ the Son of God, our Lord and Saviour, believing that the 


Spirit of God is with us, are assembled to consider the things 


wherein we agree and the things wherein we differ. We now 


receive the following series of reports as containing subject matter 
for the consideration of our respective Churches in 1 their common 
search for unity. 


This i is a Caicberenes summoned to iciaibibes matters of F aith and 
Order. It is emphatically not attempting to define the conditions 


_of future reunion. Its object is to register the apparent level — 


of fundamental agreements within the Conference and the grave 
points of disagreements remaining; also to suggest certain lines 


of thought which may in the future tend to a fuller measure of 
agreement. 


Each subject on the agenda was first discussed in plenary session. 
It was then committed to one of the sections, of more than one 
hundred members each, into which the whole Conference was _ 
divided. The report, after full discussion in subsections, was 


finally drawn up and adopted unanimously or by a large majority 


vote by the section to which it had been committed. It was 


twice presented for further discussion to a plenary session of the 
Conference when it was referred to the Churches in its present 


Though we recognise the reports to be neither exhaustive nor 


in all details satisfactory to every member of the Conference, we 
submit them to the Churches for that deliberate consideration 
which could not be given in the brief period of our sessions. We 
thank God and rejoice over agreements reached; upon our agree- 


ments we build. Where the reports record differences, we call 


upon the Christian world to an earnest reconsideration of the 


conflicting opinions now held, and a strenuous endeavour to 


reach the truth as it is in God’s mind, which should be the foun-

Within the many Christian communions into which in the course 
of history Christendom has been divided, various forms of min- 
istry have grown up according to the circumstances of the several 
communions and their beliefs as to the mind of Christ and the 


guidance of the New Testament. These communions have been, 


in God’s providence, manifestly and abundantly used by the 
Holy Spirit in His work of enlightening the world, converting _ 
sinners, and perfecting saints. But the differences which have 
arisen in regard to the authority and functions of these various 


forms of ministry have been and are the occasion of manifold" 
doubts, questions and misunderstandings. 


These differences concer the nature-of-the ‘ministry (whether —— 
___ consisting of one or several orders), the nature of ordination and. 


of the grace conferred thereby, the function and authority of © 
Bishops, and the nature of Apostolic succession. We believe 
that the first step toward the overcoming of these difficulties is. 


the frank recognition that they exist, and the clear definition of 
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_ their nature. We therefore add as an appendix to our Report — 
such a statement, commending it to the thoughtful consideration— 


of the Churches we represent. 


By these differences the difficulties of inter-communion have 
been accentuated to the distress and wounding of faithful souls, 
while im the mission field, where the Church is fulfilling its primary 
_ object to preach the Gospel to every creature, the young Churches | 
find the lack of unity a very serious obstacle to the furtherance 

of the Gospel. Consequently the provision of a ministry ac- — 
knowledged in every part of the Church as possessing the sanction | 
of the whole Church is an urgent need. ones 


There has not been time in this Conference to consider all the 


points of difference between us in the matter of the ministry with | 
that care and patience which could alone lead to complete agree- — 
ment. The same observation applies equally to proposals for 
the constitution of the United Church. Certain suggestions as 
to possible church organisation have been made, which we trans- 
mit to the Churches with the earnest hope that common study — 
of these questions will be continued by the members of the various 

screhanen represented in this Conference. 


In view of (1) the place which the Episcopate, the Councils of 

Presbyters, and the Congregation of the faithful, respectively, 
had in the constitution of the early Church, and (2) the fact that 
episcopal, presbyteral and congregational systems of government 
are each today, and have been for centuries, accepted by great 
communions in Christendom, and (3) the fact that episcopal, 
presbyteral and congregational systems are each believed by 
many to be essential to the good order of the Church, we there- 
- fore recognise that these several elements must all, under con- 
ditions which require further study, have an appropriate place _ 
in the order of life of a reunited Church, and that each separate 
communion, recalling the abundant blessing of God vouchsafed 
to its ministry in the past, should gladly bring to the common — 
life of the united Church its own spiritual treasures. _ 


If the foregoing suggestion be accepted and acted upon, it is 
essential that the acceptance of any special form of ordination 
_ as the regular and orderly method of introduction into the minis- 
try of the Church for the future should not be interpreted to imply — 
the acceptance of any one particular theory of the origin, character 
.. or function of any office in the Church, or to involve the accept- 
ance of any adverse judgment on the validity of ordination in 
those branches of the Church universal that believe themselves 
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to have retained valid and apostolic Orders undeh other forms of 


__..ordination; or as disowning or discrediting a past or present 
ministry of the Word and Sacrament which has been used and | 


blessed by the Spirit of God. 


It is further recognised that inasmuch as the Holy Spirit is be- 
stowed upon every believer, and each believer has an immediate. - 
access to God through Jesus Christ, and since special gifts of the - 


Holy Spirit, such as teaching, preaching, and spiritual counsel, 


are the treasures of the Church as well as of the individual, it is — 
necessary and proper that the Church should make fuller use of © 


such gifts for the development of its corporate spiritual life and

_ New Testament, are proved by their fruits and have due 

authority in the Church, and,the sacraments ministered by 

them are valid; (c) that no particular form of ministry is © 

necessary to be received as a matter of faith; (d) that the 
- grace which fits men for the ministry is immediately given 
_ by God, and is recognised, not conferred, in ordination. 


Further we record that there are views concerning the 
ministry which are intermediate between the types just 
-mentioned. — For instance, some who adhere to an episcopal 
‘system of church government do not consider that the 
apostolic succession as described above is a vital element of 
episcopacy, or they reject it altogether. Others do not 
regard as essential the historic Episcopate. Those who 
_ adhere to presbyteral systems of church government believe 
that the apostolic ministry is transmissible and has been 
transmitted through Presbyters orderly associated for the 
purpose. Those who adhere to the congregational system 
_ of government define their ministry as having been and being 
transmitted according to the precedent and example of the |

THE SACRAMENTS. | 


We are convinced that for the purpose in view in this Conference 
we should not go into detail in considering Sacraments — by | 


some called ‘‘ Mysteries.’ The purpose therefore of this state- 


‘ment is to show that there may be a common approach to and 
appreciation of Sacraments on the part of those who may other- 


wise differ in conception and interpretation. 


— We testify to the fact that the Christian world § gives evidence of 


an increasing sense of the significance and value of Sacraments, 


-and would express our belief that this movement should be fos- 


tered and guided as a means of deepening the life and experience 


of the Churches. In this connection we recognise that the 


Sacraments have special reference to the corporate life and 
fellowship of the Church and that the grace is conveyed by the 


Holy Spirit, taking of the things of Christ and applying them © 


to the soul through Faith. | 


We agree that Sacraments are of divine spholatinent and that 


_ the Church ought thankfully to observe them as divine gifts. 


We hold that in the Sacraments there is an outward sign and an 
inward grace, and that the Sacraments are means of grace through 


which God works invisibly in us. We recognise also that in the | 


gifts of His grace God is not limited by His own Sacraments. 


The Orthodox Church and others hold that there are seven. 


Sacraments and that for their valid administration there must 


be a proper form, a proper matter and a proper ministry. Others 
can regard only Baptism and the Lord’s Supper as Sacraments. 


Others again, while attaching high value to the sacramental 


principle, do not make use of the outward signs of Sacraments, © 


but hold that all spiritual benefits are given through immediate 


contact with God through His Spirit. In this Conference we lay 
stress on the two Sacraments of Baptism and Lord’s Supper, | 

because they are the Sacraments which are generally acknowl- 
| edged by the members of this. Conference. 


We believe thet in in Baptism administered with water in the name | 


of the Father, the Son and the Holy Spirit, for the remission of 


sins, we are baptised by one Spirit into one body. By this state- _ 
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ment it is not meant to ignore the difference in conception, 


interpretation and mode which exist among us. 


We believe that in the Holy Communion our Lord is present; that 
we have fellowship with God ‘our Father in Jesus Christ His Son, 
our Living Lord, who is our one Bread, given for the life of the 
world, sustaining the life of all His people, and that we are in 
fellowship with all others who are united to Him. We agree that 


- the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper is the Church’s most: sacred 
act of worship in which the Lord’s atoning death is commemo- 


rated and proclaimed, and that it is a sacrifice of praise and 
thanksgiving and an act of solemn self-oblation, _ 


There are among us divergent views, especially as to (1) the mode 
and manner of the presence of our Lord; (2)-the conception of 
the commemoration and the sacrifice; (3) the relation of the 


“elements to the grace conveyed; and (4) the relation between 


the minister of this Sacrament and the validity and efficacy of the 


rite. We are aware that the reality of the divine presence and | 


gift in this Sacrament cannot be adequately apprehended by | 
human thought or expressed in human language. 


We close this statement with the prayer that the differences 


_which prevent full communion at the present time may be re- 


moved.

FOREWORD TO THE 
REPORT ON SUBJECT VII. 


The report of Section VII, on the Unity of Christendom and the. 
relation thereto of existing Churches, was presented to the Con- 
ference on Thursday, August 18, by the Chairman of the section, 
the Archbishop of Upsala, and after discussion, in which various | 

amendments were proposed, “was referred to the Drafting Com- | 
mittee for the consideration of the proposed amendments.” 
The text of the first draft, together with an abstract of the dis- | 
cussion, is found in the official Proceedings of the Conference 

(‘Faith and Order”’), pages 396-403. 


In the absence of the Archbishop of Unesia: a revision of the 
Report was presented to the full Conference on Saturday, Au- 
gust 20, by the Archbishop of Armagh, the Vice-Chairman of the 
Section. After debate, in which it appeared that the revision 
would not receive the unanimous approval of the Conference, 

the President suggested as a proposal likely to meet all difficulties 
“that the Report should be received by the Conference in the 
same way as the other reports, but on the understanding that it — 
should be referred to the Continuation Committee for further 
consideration,” it being further explained ‘‘that the Continuation 
Committee would take such action as it considered advisable in 
view of the knowledge it had of the situation.”” This proposal 
was adopted by the Conference. The text of the revised report, 
together with a brief abstract of the discussion which followed, 
is found in the Proceedings of the Conference, pages 435-439. 


At a meeting of the Continuation Committee held on August 20, | 
1927, the following action was taken: 


With reference to the report on Subject VII which had been re- 
ceived by the World Conference on Faith and Order for trans- 
mission to the Continuation Committee, it was agreed that a 
committee be appointed with the duty of considering the whole 
situation with regard to Subject VII and reporting back to the 
Business Committee.

At the suggestion of the President of the Conference, the Arch- 
bishop of Upsala was afterwards added to the Committee.

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Acting under the instructions thus given, the Committee prepared 
a revised draft of Report VII in which, without introducing any 
new matter of their own, they endeavored to meet the criticisms 
which had been made of the Report #h its earlier forms by re- 
arrangement of material, by more exact reference to previous 
~ actions of the Conference itself, and by following more consist- - 
ently the precedent set in earlier reports, of stating alternative 
positions where there was difference of view. 


In the course of its deliberations the Committee received valuable 
suggestions from many members of the Conference, especially 
from the Archbishop of Armagh, Professor Merle d’Aubigné, 
and Archbishop Germanos. The latter contributed valuable 
notes on the attitude of the Orthodox Church to certain points 
raised in the Report. : 


The Report, thus amended and fevieed, was presented to the 
Business Committee on December 21, 1927, and after full con- 
sideration and the adoption of. certain minor amendments is by 
them submitted to the churches for such consideration as they 
may desire to give it. 
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~REPORT ON SUBJECT VII 


THE UNITY OF CHRISTENDOM 
AND THE RELATION THERETO OF EXISTING 
CHURCHES 


Reports II to VI register the degree of unity in the conception 


of the Church to which the Conference has thus far attained. 


It remains in this closing report to consider the consequences 
which follow for the existing churches. : 


Report II declares that ‘‘the message of the Church to the world 


is and must always remain the Gospel of Jesus Christ ... the _ 
joyful message of redemption, both here and hereafter, the gift 
God to sinful man in Christ.” 


Report ITI declares that “God who has given us te Gospel for 


the salvation of the world has appointed His Church to witness 


_ by life and word to its redeeming power . . . As there is but one © 


Christ, and one life in Him, and one Holy Spirit who guides into 


all truth, so there is and can be but one Church, holy, catholic), 
and apostolic.” | 


Report IV detain that “notwithstanding the differences in 


doctrine among us, we are united in a common Christian Faith © 
which is proclaimed in the Holy Scriptures and is witnessed to 
_ and safeguarded in the Ecumenical Creed, commonly called the 


Nicene, and in the Apostles’ Creed, which Faith is continually 
confirmed in the spiritual experience of the Church of Christ.” 


Report V declares that ‘‘the ministry is a gift of God through | 


Christ to His Church and is essential to the being and well-being 
of the Church . . . The purpose of the ministry is to impart to 


men the saving and sanctifying benefits of Christ through pastoral 


service, the preaching of the Gospel, and the administration of 
the sacraments, to be made effective by faith.”’ 


Report VI declares that “Sacraments are of divine 
and that the Church ought thankfully to observe them as divine 
gifts;’’ that they “‘ have special reference to the corporate life and 


fellowship of the Church and that the grace is conveyed by the 


Holy Spirit, taking of the things of Christ and applying them to 
the soul through faith.” 
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The unity of the Church implies a unity in Faith and Order, but 
it does not mean uniformity. There must be space for divers 
types of expression, provided that those things which safeguard — 
the unity in essentials are maintained. The various communions 
should bring into the common life of the Church those elements 
which express their characteristic gifts, so that nothing of the rich 
~ variety which marks Christian experience will be lost, and the 
_ liberty of interpretation within the limits of the accepted shan 

will be preserved. 


F urther there are differences as to the ultimate form which it is 
God’s will His Church should take. Some hold that this form . 
‘‘was determined by Christ Himself and is therefore unchange- 
able; others that the one Church under the guidance of the Holy © 
_ Spirit may express itself in varying forms” (Report III), and 
therefore make place in their view of the Church of the future for 
diversity of doctrine, worship and order. Still others admit 
_ diversity of worship and order, but not of doctrine. 


_ This difference of ideal affects the view taken of the steos shania 
which the ideal is to be reached, some interpreting the limit of 
legitimate variation in doctrinal statement and in the adminis- 
tration of church ordinances more strictly than others; but there 
is widespread agreement that there must be some unity of faith 
_ and practice and some liberty of interpretation as to the nature 
of sacramental grace and of ministerial order and authority. 
(See the appended ‘‘ Note to Section II.’’) 


As the individual disciple is known by his fruits, so the unity of 
the disciples is shown by their fellowship in the service of the 
Master. Report V declares that, ‘“‘pending the solution of the 
questions of faith and order in which agreements have not yet 
been reached, it is possible for us, not simply as individuals but 
as Churches, to unite in the activities of brotherly service which > 
Christ has committed to His disciples;” but there is difference 
as to the exact form this codperation should take. — 


In his Encyclical Letter of 1920, the Ecumenical Patriarch pro- . 
posed ‘‘that a league or council of the churches should be formed 
for practical purposes.’ It has been suggested that such a council 
might be evolved from already existing organizations, such as the 
Continuation Committee on Life and Work, consisting of repre- 
sentatives officially appointed by almost all the Christian

communions, and other organizations of similar nature. Some 
of us believe that such a council if formed should include, as its 
two branches, questions of life and work and of faith and order. 
_ Others believe that, for the present, it would be wiser for the 
movements represented by Stockholm and Lausanne to develop 
in independence, each following its own way; but there is general 
agreement that ultimately life, work, faith and order are expres- 


sions of'an existing spiritual unity, and that each requires the — 


_ other for its complete fruition. ‘‘We therefore commend to our 
_Churches the consideration of the steps which may be immedi- 
ately practicable to bring our existing unity in service to more 
expression “(Report V). 


IV 
_ As material for such consideration, the following suggestions 
which it was impossible adequately 1 to discuss at Lausanne are 
passed on to the churches: 


oA In preparation for closer fellowship; each communion 

should seek more intimate knowledge of the faith and life, 
~ worship and order of the others. Differences which are the — 

outgrowth of complicated historical developments, may 
preserve some aspect of truth or of life which is of value 


to the church as a whole, or they may sometimes prove to be 
less important than they are supposed to be. As the differ- 


ent communions come to know one another better, they will 


~grow-in understanding and in appreciation of one another. 


2. It has not been possible for the Conference to consider 
with the care which it deserves the relation of the existing 


- churches to one another or the place which each or any of © 
them may hold in the undivided church. We commend to 
the churches the suggestions which have been made on this 


subject in the addresses delivered at the Conference. . In the 


meantime, we welcome the movement already under way | 


forthe union of bodies of similar doctrine, polity and worship, 
and trust that it may continue with ever greater success. 


3. Pending the complete, organic union of the different 
churches; of movements 
for practical codperation along social, evangelistic and other 


lines. Experience shows that it has been possible for widely — 


separate bodies to codperate in such movements with mutual 
profit and without surrender of principle. (See the appended 
‘‘Notes to Section IV,” Note A.) There is abundant evi- 
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dence that when communions undertake together the divine | 


task of bringing the love of Christ to those who do not know 
Him, they become closer to one another. Especially we 
commend to the churches the consideration of what steps 
can be taken to eliminate needless overlapping and com- 


petition in the local community; that in ways consistent — 


with the genius of the several communions, our existing unity 


in Christ may be manifest to the world. (See the appended 


“Notes to Section IV, ’’ Note B.) 


V 


We note with gratitude to God the recent increase of effective 
codperation in the mission field. The purpose of all missionary 
work is to carry the eternal Gospel to the ends of the earth, so 
that it may meet the spiritual needs of every nation and bring 
all men to the Saviour. Here more than anywhere else unity 
is essential. We note with sympathy the degree of union which 
has already been attained in many. countries and the plans which — 


are proposed for further union. We commend these plans to the 
churches for their careful consideration. | 


The demand which comes from the churches of the Mission field 


is that the Churches at home should grant them greater freedom 

of action, and that their hopes of unity should not be frustrated . 
by the long-continued acquiescence in disunion at home which © 
_ makes it difficult to recognize how fatal disunion is to the new 
| indigenous churches. 


VI 


Complete fellowship i in the Church will bé realized ile when the 
way is opened for all God’s children to join in communion at the 
Lord’s table. Through prayer and thoughtful deliberation the 
steps must be found which will most effectively lead to this goal. 


Ambiguous statements and hasty measures may hinder rather 


than hasten the work of unification. Yet if we are ever to become 
one, we must not shrink from the task. Some of us believe that 


full communion can be reached only at the end of the process of 
unification; others that it may be used by God as the means to © 
that end. Whatever the way to the goal, complete unity will 


require that the Churches be so transformed that there may be 
full recognition of one another by members of all communions. 


Nothing will do more to hasten the union for which we all long 


than that in our daily prayer, both as individuals and as churches, 
we should remember one another. It has been suggested that 
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a common prayer be sent out in the name of the Conference to be ~ 
_ used at a convenient time by all Christian Churches. Especially 
would we bear on our hearts before God our brethren who are 


passing through suffering, praying that grace may be given to _ 


them to stand firm under their afflictions, and that to them and > 
to us alike, God will grant the spirit of sacrifice as we remember 
the word of the Lord Jesus: “If any man will come after Me, 
let him deny himself and take up his cross daily and follow Me.” 

God give us, both as individuals and as churches, wisdom. and 
courage to do His will. 


NOTE TO SECTION II 
It must be noted that representatives of the Orthodox Church 


would guard their acceptance of any diversity in matters of F aith | 
and Order (Section IT) by the following limitations. 


_ (a) The types of expression so far as these types have been 
established by Ecumenical Synods must be maintained. 


(b) Liberty of interpretation comes within the sphere of the _ 
_ Church as a whole and not of different sections or individuals. — 


(c) They cannot agree that “there must be some liberty of 
interpretation as to the nature of sacramental grace, and of 
ministerial order and authority.” 


(d) They admit differences in worship so lone as they do not . 
diverge from the common doctrinal basis, on which is based 
the Holy Worship as handed down from the times of the ~ 


NOTES TO SECTION IV, PAR. 3 


A. There are some who believe that coédperation should take the 
form of federation, either local, national, or international: others — 

oppose federation, fearing that it may become a substitute for 
complete organic union. In the interest of clarity of thought it is 
important to remember that the word “federation” is used in 
at least three different senses. It may denote either | 


1. A substitute for organic union. 
2. A step on the road to organic union. 
3. A form of organic union. 


In discussing federation it is important to make clear 1 in which 
of these different senses the word is used. 
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B. It is suggested that in the case of communions of similar doc- 


trine and polity, the desired expression of unity may often be 
secured by the method of denominational comity. In the case 


of those communions which are separated. by fundamental 
__ differences of view, the problem is more difficult and will ee 


special consideration. 
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CONCLUDING STATEMENT

We have finished our immediate task. From first to last we are | 
able to express it in constructive terms written and received, — 


_ whether they be statements of agreement or statements of dif-— 


ference, in brotherly love and mutual consideration. They are 
the product of the minds of men who earnestly desired and 
strove to place and keep themselves under the guidance of God’s 
Holy Spirit. Human imperfections which mingle with them we 
pray God to pardon. In offering to Him our handiwork, we are 


but returning to Him that which He has given to us. We pray 


His acceptance of and blessing upon our offering. 


_ However, we have not finished our whole task. We have but 
_. taken a step on a long journey. The Conference was only a new 
starting point. What we did there will crumble into dust unless 
the representatives at Lausanne bring home to their several | 


Churches the duty and responsibility of studying the Reports 


which they themselves received for this very purpose. The Con- oe 


ference should be repeated in every main ecclesiastical assembly, 


as well as in each separate congregation, throughout our entire - 
Christian constituency if we are to take full advantage of the 
progress registered. By our presence and activity at Lausanne 


we are solemnly pledged to reproduce, each in his own local circle, 


_ the spirit and method which made the World Conference on 


Faith and Order what it was. ‘I pray you to give me the utter _ 


joy of knowing you are living in harmony, with the same feelings 
of love, with one heart and soul, never acting for private ends or 


from vanity, but humbly considering each other the better man, 
and each with an eye to ‘the interests of others as well as to his 
own. Treat one another with the same spirit as you experience 
in Christ Jesus.’’* 


We who have been reser to ee together have done so in 
the joyousness of unhampered freedom. We must not forget, 
in the liberty which is to us a commonplace, the sufferings which 
some of our Christian brethren are at this very moment under- 
going. Deprived of liberty, in hostile surroundings, their cry — 
goes up to God from the house of their martyrdom. Our prayers 
enfold them and our sympathy stretches out affectionate arms 


toward them.

portant material for the deliberate consideration of their respective 
subjects, to which the Conference invites us. The second is that the 


Conference should go on, and should carefully retain that freedom — 


from schematic proposals and official committals which made the 
Lausanne Conference so successful. | 


We recommend adoption of the following risdbations: 


1. That the Presiding Bishop be requested to lead the General Con- 
vention in joint session in a suitable corporate act of thanksgiving 
to Almighty God for the blessing and guidance which He has 
given to the World Conference on Faith and Order.

General Convention 'for the purpose of assisting the 
Commission to consider and report to the next General 
Convention on the Lausanne Reports,’ has held nine 
meetings during the past two years. A substantial part 
of the membership of the Committee has devoted twenty 
days to these meetings. At two of them we were greatly 


aided by the attendance of invited members of other 


Communions. The subjects of these two conferences with 
members of other Communions were the Ministry and the 
Church. Both of these conferences reflected the great 
advance that has been made in recent years in the | 
approach to the subject of unity. There was the utmost 


‘frankness in discussion combined with unbroken good will, cee ni 


and all present showed a desire to approach the. problem _

"All of the members of your Committee have presented 


memoranda on special points as their contribution to our 


study..

"The Lausanne Reports’ were submitted to the Clonee

task that was there only begun. 'We have but taken a

“Since Lausanne » as your Commi selon well know, 
certain important steps have been taken towards the : 
Carrying on of this great begiming. The Continuation 


Committee, now under the chairmanship of the Archbishop 


of York, has met each year since Lausanne with evidence 


of a growing interest in the whole undertaking, and is 


already planning for a second World Conference in 1937. 
An international committee of theologians representative. 
of many Communions, of which Bishop Headlam is chairman — 
and our own Dr. Gavin a member, has been appointed by 


them and is already at work. They have undertaken as. 
their first task a study of the meaning of Grace, having — 


found that misunderstanding on this subject underlies 
many more obvious differences. These steps, even: more 
than the express request of the Reports themselves, make 
it urgent that our own Church take its Tull share in the 


further of the issues involved. 


Reports point out the large number of- questions on which 
agreement was impossible at that time, and concerning 
which it was possible only to record the divergent views. 
In fact, a substantial part of the Reports consists of 
recorded differences. But beyond the differences which 
were Clearly recognized are others, no less important, 
which are concealed in many of the statements of agree- 
ment. Lausanne was dominated by a new and welcome 
desire to search out and record every point of. common 
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thought. and practice. This resulted often in the use 


,. of language common to all, but meaning very different 
things to various bodies. There was a tendency to 


roceed thus: 'We have something we call Sacraments. — 
ou have something you call Sacraments. Therefore we 


have Sacraments in common. We have something we call 


the Ministry. You have something you call the — 
Ministry. Therefore we have that too in common.’ But 
it requires little reflection to see that what these 
terms denote and connote in the different Communions 


varies greatly, even to the point of sharp antithesis, 
We shall not build securely until we have faced our 
differences more fully. 


an is plain to your Gominittes that no great 
progress can be made simply by considering the ~~ 
Lausanne Reports as regards their consistency with : 
the standards of the various separated Churches. Such 


. @ comparison is, of course, of great interest for each | 
‘Church; but it would ultimately lead to the testing of 


the Reports by a great many incompatible standards. 
Moreover, this method suggests that the way to unity 


‘lies in the adjustment of conflicting official 
standards; but the official positions of the various 


denominations » at least of-those influenced by 16th 


century controversy, are too largely the product of 


conflict to lend themselves to adjustment without 


weakening compromise. Our aim must be, rather, to © 


grow into new common positions by further study, 


experience and mutual Sympathy. 


" Accordingly, your Committee has believed very 
earnestly that the fundamental task is not to compare . 
the Lausanne Reports with our own standards, but (in 


the language of Lausanne) to make *‘a strenuous endeavor 


to reach the truth as it is in God's mind, which should 
be the foundation of the Church's unity.’ In line with 
this conviction, your Committee has made a preliminary 
attempt to consider certain of the underlying differences

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"TO THE GENERAL CONVENTION: 


Since the last report of your Commission, in 1928, the World 


Conference on Faith and Order has reached a new stage. The 
report in 1928, covering the meeting of the Lausanne Conference 


the year before, marked the end of the preliminary stage of the 
work initiated at the General Convention of 1910. 


The popular notion that the Lausanne Conference completed 


~ the task is erroneous. The Conference was, and was declared 


to be, no. more than “a new starting point.” It charted the 
ground so that the Churches might know where they stood in 


regard to reunion. As stated at the time, its object was “to 
register the apparent level of fundamental agreements within 


the Conference and the grave points of disagreements remaining ; 
also to suggest certain lines of thought which may in the future 


‘tend to a fuller measure of agreement. . . . Where the 
reports record differences, we call the Christian world to an 
earnest reconsideration of the conflicting opinions now held, and 
a strenuous endeavor to reach the truth as it is in God’s mind, 
which should be the foundation of the Church’s unity.” (Pre- 


~ amble to the Lausanne Reports). 


One of the chief difficulties with which the Faith and Order 


-movement has had to contend is the supposition that a single 


Conference would be sufficient to solve the questions which 


tives hoped, to the end, to issue some proposal for immediate ac- 


tion ; forgetting the wise condition under which alone the holding 
of the Conference had been made possible, namely, that it was 


“without power to legislate or to adopt resolutions.” They failed 


- to see what Bishop Brent and the other initiators of the plan 
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- saw so clearly, that such a Conference was only “the next step 
on the path to unity.” Consequently, there was some disappoint- 
ment after the Lausanne Conference adjourned, that out of its 
deliberations no specific plan for reunion had arisen—no agree- 
_ ment as to inter-communion, or exchange of ministers, or “com- 
ity” in the foreign mission field. This disappointment would have 
been justified if the purpose of the Conference had been to pro- 
duce a scheme for unity; but that was not its purpose. It aimed 
only at “the clear statement and full consideration of those things — 
in which we differ,” in prder that the Churches themselves might 
more effectively deal with the real problems which prevent 
reunion. This task Ldusanne did, indeed, accomplish. The record 
of this accomplishment is in the Reports of the Conference trans-- 
mitted to the Churches concerned. 


Since then, interest in the movement has amazingly 
increased. While some groups, anxious only for immediate — 
action on terms which they consider proper for reunion, are 

tending away from conference toward schemes such as federa- 

tion, or toward immediate reunion with groups of similar belief 
and practice, many of the great Churches, which, before Lau- 
sanne, had looked on the movement with suspicion as an 
Anglican enterprise. have come to see the need of study and 
discussion before practical steps toward reunion can be possible, 
and are giving genuine co-operation to this end. Abundant evi- 
dence of this is‘seen in the meetings of the Lausanne Continua- 
tion Committee, held every summer since the Conference; in the 
appointment of a representative Committee of Theologians, to 
study the questions involved; in the responses to the Lausanne 
Reports, received from the various Churches concerned*; and in 
the increasing number of Churches which are making official 
appropriations toward the expenses of the movement. 


The most notable evidence, however, is the decision to hold 
a second World Conference on Faith and Order not later than 
1937. The Continuation Committee made this decision at the 
_ meeting August 26 to 29, 1930, at Murren, Switzerland, attended 
by sixty-five representatives of the co-operating Churches, 
including six from our.own Church. The action was taken 
after long and careful consideration of the proposal, and on the “~~ 
following significant grounds: “The responses from the —

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Churches to the Reports of the Lausanne Conference of 1927 
clearly indicate that, in the judgment of the Churches, the work 


done at Lausanne was invaluable, and that this work should be 
carried on.’ 


The Miirren meeting, in other respects as well as in this 
action, was the most important event in the Faith and Order 
| movement since Lausanne. It was the first meeting presided 
w bes over by the new chairman, the Archbishop of York. It heard 

ee the report of the work done by the Committee of Theologians 
under the chairmanship of the Bishop of Gloucester on the sub- 
” ject of Grace. . It heard a remarkable report by Dr. Zoellner on 
| a conference of German theologians at Waldenburg on the sub- 


- ject of the Church in the New Testament. It discussed and = 


prepared a first draft of topics for the next World Conference, | 
and voted that preliminary discussion of these topics be under- 
taken at future meetings of the Committee. It gave practical 
force to its purpose to enlist the younger generation in the move- 

_ ment, by welcoming a group of young men from Sweden, France, | 
England, Ireland, the United States, Germany, Holland, Russia | 
and China, who had come to Mirren to attend the meeting. In 
brief, it gave full evidence of the purpose of the Churches to — 

press forward the work begun at Lausanne. 


Besides these evidences of increasing interest in the Faith 

a and Order movement, there are other significant occurrences 
, having no official connection with the movement but showing 
| oe the world-wide growth of the will to unity. Among these are 
: the steps actually taken toward reunion in South India; the 
hopeful progress of plans for reunion between the Anglican 
Church and the Eastern Orthodox and the Old Catholic 
Churches; the important decisions of the Lambeth Conference 
of 1930; and, in the United States, many conferences on unity, 
as well as actual movements for reunion between a number of 
allied Churches, some of which have been completed since Lau- 

sane, while others are in process of achievement. 


Among all these projects of reunion, the World Conference 
on Faith and Order bears a distinctive character, in that it pro- 
vides_a forum _where the difficulties in the way of unity can be 


frankly and fully considered, without attempting to draft 


schemes for unity or to commit any of the participating 
Churches to courses of action. This fundamental principle has 
been reaffirmed by, the Continuation Committee as its basis of 

deliberation. 


The relation of the Episcopal Church to the whole move- 
ment has changed since Lausanne. Up to that time, the chief 
responsibility for planning and arranging for the Conference © 
rested with our Commission on Faith and Order, even though 
there had been in existence an international Continuation Com- 
mittee ever since the Geneva meeting of 1920. 


The Lausanne meeting, however, served to arouse so — 
markedly the spirit of co-operation among all of the Churches — 
concerned that, by mutual consent, the responsibility for future 


planning passed from our Commission to the Continuation Com- 


mittee appointed at Lausanne. With a membership, increased 
to one hundred and forty, that Committee now serves as the 
controlling and initiating body of the World Conference. Its - 


Chairman, elected in 1929 following the death of Bishop Brent, | 
is the Archbishop of York. Its active Committees consist of a 
Committee of Reference, under the Very Reverend H. N. Bate, 
M. A., composed of members resident in England and on the 
Continent; the Committee of Theologians, already mentioned; 
-and the Business Committee, composed of members resident in 
North America. Its office, under the General Secretary, Mr. 
Ralph W. Brown, is still officially in. Boston, Mass., where it 

was established at the time that Mr. Robert H. Gardiner was 


Secretary ; but, more and more, the effective work is being car- _ 
ried on from Geneva, where the General Secretary has spent the 
major part of the last two years. | 


The relation of our own Commission on Faith and Order to — 
the Continuation Committee, is simply that of one of many 
similar co-operating commissions. We furnish the link between 
the General Convention of the Episcopal Church and the Lau- 
sanne Continuation Committee. While your Commission repre- 
sents the Faith and Order movement to the members of our 
Church, its more important function is to represent to the Con- 
tinuation Committee thdse principles and beliefs which, in the | 
mind and purpose of General Convention, are the distinctive char-_ 
acteristics of our Church in matters of Faith and Order. 


It is hoped that what we have said will make it clear that 
the Faith and Order movement, since the Lausanne Conference, 
has made real progress, and is in a better position than ever 


~ before to explore the possible removal of those obstacles which 


still block the way to unity. Nevertheless, this present stage of 
study is less spectacular, less appealing to the popular imagina- 
tion, than the stage of making practical arrangements for the 
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gathering of thie World No mass meetings and 


speeches to arouse enthusiasm are needed, but quiet and per- 


sistent study. For this study, the Continuation Committee must 


depend the Commissions by the Churches.

The matter of chief importance referred to your Commission 
was the consideration of the Reports of the Lausanne Conference, 


and the recommendation of such action in regard to these = 


Reports as, in the opinion of your Commission, might suitably 
be taken by General Convention. In this work, your Commis- 
sion has had the assistance of the special Committee of Theo- 
logians, appointed by the direction of the last Convention, to 
assist the Commission in the study of the Reports. The mem- 
bers of this Committee are: |

This Committee gave special study to the Reports with regard 


to their consistency with the standards of this Church, and they 


have found that the Lausanne Reports are, in the main, entirely 
consistent with the standards of this Church; that is, they con- 
tain nothing which may not be interpreted so as to be consistent 
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with our standards of Faith and Order. This_ — your 
Commission desires to make its own. * 


~ But, beyond this negative judgment, we are convinced that 
certain matters referred to in the Reports require further exam- 
ination and therefore we would make the following suggestions : 


(1) As to the Nature of the Church. The evident diver- 
gence of views on this fundamental matter is certainly in part 
due to divided opinion as to the relation of the Holy Spirit to 
the Church, as that relation is defined and exhibited both at the 
time of Pentecost and in the Church’s subsequent history. This 
matter might well be a topic for further conference and we would 
advise the careful investigation of such questions as: 


(a) The permanent and fundamental elements, as ‘@atin- 
Revere from the transitory elements, in the. work of the Holy 
Spirit within and upon the primitive company of Christian | 
believers as recorded i in the New Testament; and, of 


(b) The sense and degree in which such permanent ele- 
ments may be rightly regarded as remaining in force in later 
times, especially during the Reformation Period of the 16th and © 
17th centuries. 


(2) As tothe Sacraments. Your Commission, in consider- 
ing the nature of the Sacraments and the relation of these and 
other means of grace to God’s effective power, has noted the 
manifest law and order which pervade the physical universe and 
has been led to see afresh the reasonableness of the view that 
this process of orderly operation may be at least. as dominant 
in what is known as the realm of grace as it is manifestly present 
in what we call the realm of nature. We, therefore, suggest as 
a fruitful topic for further discussion, the place and function of — 
law in God’s effective spiritual operation and especially the 
degree in which the efficacy of Sacraments is dependent upon 
and governed by law. 


(3) As to the Ministry. We have studied with care the 

seriously diverse views concerning the Ministry of the Church 
aS expressed in the many statements and reports brought to 
our attention. We believe that some of these differences might 


acceptable definition of “the Ministry.” Such a definition might 
more easily be reached if it were borne in mind that, in any

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institution or society whatever, the functions of the component 
parts which severally make it up, are determined by the purpose- 
_ ful objective of the whole. It would seem, therefore, that the 
nature and function of the Church’s Ministry may best be deter- 
mined by a careful consideration of the purpose for which the 
Church itself, as a whole, exists. It might prove valuable if i in 
- future conferences the question of the Church’ S Ministry were 
freshly studied from this

Your special committee appointed, under instruction of General Con- 


vention, for the purpose of assisting the Commission to consider and report 


to the next General Convention on the Lausanne Reports, have given — 
special study to those Reports in response to the Commission’s request, 
embodied in the resolution of April 4, 1929, “to report to this Commission 


their expert judgment as to the consistency of the Lausanne Reports with 


the standards of this Church,” and herewith submit our opinion. We have 
assumed that by “the standards of this Church,” for the present purpose, 
the Commission intends the Book of Common Prayer and the XXXIX 
Articles of Religion. 


PREAMBLE, AND Report I, The Call to Unity. 


Nothing in the Preamble or in Report I is inconsistent with the standards 


this Church. 


Report? II, The Church’s Message to the World—the - Gospel 


- The Report of Section II, in our judgment, can be accepted as ee 
consistent with the standards of this Church. 


Report III, The Nature of the Church. 


While there is nothing in Report III which in terms contradicts the 
standards of this Church, a very serious deficiency appears in the omission 
of reference to Baptism as the means of initiation into the Church, and 
to the Church as the community of all baptized people, including children; 


both of which points are prominent in our formularies. Also it should be 


noted that in the list of characteristics distinguishing the Church since © 
the days of the Apostles, the second point, “The profession of faith in 


God as He is incarnate and revealed in Christ,” makes no mention of. 


the Holy Spirit. 


REPORT IV, The Church's Cosianien Confession of Faith. 


Report IV is entirely consistent with the standards is this Church. 


Report V, The Ministry of the Church. 


Report V requires detailed consideration. It falls into three parts, 


exclusive of the Notes: (1) five propositions agreed to regarding the 
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| ministry; (2) three paragraphs of statements of historic fact (“Within 


the many Christian communions into which . . . find the lack of unity 
a very serious obstacle to the furtherance ot ihe Cet ending with a 
statement of the principle on which unity must be based (“a ministry 


acknowledged in every part of the Church as possessing the sanction of | 


the whole Church”), (3) suggestions as to possible church organization. 


- (1) With regard to the five propositions, there is nothing in them con- 
tradictory to the standards of. this Church. | 


(2) The first sentence of the next part, “Within the many Christian 
communions into which in the course of history Christendom has been 


- divided, various forms of ministry have grown up according to the cir- 


cumstances of the several communions and their beliefs as to the mind © 
of Christ and the guidance of the New Testament,” would seem to express © 


inadequately the position of this Church, “that from the Apostles’ time 
there have been these orders of ministers,” etc. This inadequacy would 
be removed by substituting for the words, “into which in the course of 


_ history Christendom has been divided,” the words, “into which since the 


sixteenth century Christendom has been divided.” 


Also, with reference to the closing sentence of this part of the Report, 


“the provision of a ministry acknowledged in every part of the Church > 


as possessing the sanction of the whole Church,” we would stress that 


the Episcopate has been treasured by our Communion as the ordaining 


organ through which, for 1500 years, the universal Church provided for 


“a ministry acknowledged in every part of the Church as possessing the 
sanction of the whole Church,” and, as such, episcopal ordination is seen — 


by us as a guarantee of unity with reference to the ministry. 


(3) The suggestion that the Episcopate, the Councils of Presbyters, 
land the Congregation of the faithful should each have appropriate place | 
in the order of life of a reunited Church, is one which this Church can 


cordially welcome, inasmuch as under the providence of God our own 
constitutional system has made place deliberately not only for the Epis- 
copate but also for the Councils of Presbyters and for the voice of the 
laity. through their congregations and in ecclesiastical conventions. 


Report VI, The Sacraments. | 


Among the matters agreed upon in Report VI, none is ctatvars to the 
standards of this Church, some being in close agreement with our formu- 
laries, others being devotional and theological expressions that have 
become generally acceptable and popular among us as consonant with 


our authorized statements. All these propositions are familiar to us in 


the context of our prescribed ways of belief and worship. They are also’ 


acceptable to others in very different contexts, and therefore with very 
cifferent meanings. Your Committee believe that this aspect of the matter 
is very important. | | 


In the fifth paragraph there is a statement of divergetit views as to. 


*the number of the Sacraments, viz., (1) that there are seven Sacraments, 


(2) that only Baptism and the Lord’s Supper are Sacraments, and (3) 
that the sacramental principle is valuable without use of the outward signs 
of Sacraments. None of these, as stated, exactly represents the position 


3 of this Church, which draws a distinction between the “two Sacraments | 
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ordained of Christ our Lord in the Gospel, ” and “those five commonly 
called Sacraments” for whose. observance provision is made in the Book 
of Common Prayer. | 


REPORT VII, The Unity of and the Relation -Thereto of 
__Existing Churches. 


 . Section I, Contains nothing inconsistent with the standards of this — 
Church. | 


Section II. This section is ‘not eee with the standards of 
this Church if taken in conjunction with what has been previously agreed 
to in Reports IV, V and VI. : 


Sections III, IV, V and VI. The proposals i in these sections are not 
inconsistent with our standards, and are heartily to be commended. 


a conclusion, your Committee wish to express their appreciation of 
the large measure of unanimity achieved and expressed by these Reports, 
covering as they do so wide a range of subjects. We have been impressed 
with the extent to which they accord with the standards of our own 
Communion. The most serious criticism to be made of the Reports is 
that the general terms in which they are phrased so often conceal impor- 
tant ambiguities and differences, which must be clarified and considered 
before we have achieved the understanding on which a stable union can 
be based. On many of these issues our own Communion is neither clear 
nor unified. We consider that one of the most important contributions

Report of the. Joint. Commission 


on the 


World Conference on Faith and Order 
1934 


— 


Only twenty-four years ago, in 1910, the General Convention | 


appointed this Commission to bring about a world conference on those 


differences concerning faith and order which stand in the way of the 
fulfillment of God’s purpose for a united Church. Seven years have passed - 
since the meeting of the Conference at Lausanne in 1927, which brought 
together the representatives of more than ninety autonomous Churches, 
including all the major Churches of Christendom with the exception of 
the Roman Catholic Church. When we see the progress of this quarter — 
century against the background of the centuries which have gone into the 

making of “our unhappy divisions’ we have the deepest grounds for 
thankfulness and hope. Out of the prayers and work of those adventurous 


_ beginnings a movement for unity has been born which has penetrated | 


every part of the world and practically every Christian communion. The 


_ fact that over two hundred delegates have already been chosen to represent 


the Churches at the second World Conference, scheduled to meet in 1937, 


is an indication of the interest and confidence which the movement has 


‘won. 


‘Immediate Urgency of Unity 
We can not be blind to the difficulties which face the movement in 


the days immediately ahead of us. While the urgency of Christian unity 


is forced home upon us by the renewed study of the scandal of division 


~ in the foreign mission field, by the acute problems of our fellow-Christians — 


in Germany in dealing with a State which sets no limits to its claims, and 
by the relative weakness of a divided Church in the face of world-wide 


_ secularism, the movement for unity is threatened with internal difficulties. 


The most obvious and superficial of these is the financial problem. When 
giving of every sort is curtailed and directed primarily to urgent human 
needs for food and shelter, and the resources of every Church are strained 
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to maintain their missionary work at a minimum, it is inevitable that a — 
movement of “advance,” such ‘as this, must suffer. At the same time it is 
plain that the essential condition for progress in the movement is face-to- 
face contact and much written communication between the representatives 
of the Churches of the world. These require correspondence, printing, — 
travel and secretarial assistance, all of which cost money. We earnestly 
hope that our Church may do its share in maintaining the essential struc- 
ture of the organization which it has had so,Jarge a share in creating. 


Challen ge to Long-Si ighted Vision 


: Deeper than the financial problem is that of building up the nial 

support which is essential to the vitality of the movement. To quote 
Canon Hodgson, recently on the faculty of our General Seminary and now 
General Secretary of the movement, “If the work is to bear its full fruit, _ 
it must be known about, understood, and supported by the membership of 
the Church at large. Every practicing Christian must be taught to take an 
interest in Church unity, to care about it, to pray about it and to follow — 
with enthusiasm whatever efforts are being made to promote it.” The first — 
World Conference was carried in considerable measure on the tide of 
interest in world affairs and of hopes for world reconstruction which 
followed the World War. We face now a mood of despair, even cynicism, 
and a pressure to shrink our interests to local concerns, which directly 
challenge the large and long-sighted vision that alone can sustain our work 
for Church unity. The times test our readiness to be true to the great leader _ 
whom God raised up among us, Bishop Brent, who, alike in his devotion 
to the world-mission of the Church and to the cause of reunion, conformed 
his life and mind to the largeness of God’s purpose. 


Relation to Other 


A less fundamental, but important, questién which will face the Faith 
and Order Movement in the years immediately before us is its relation to 
other international movements in which the Churches of Christendom are 
working together. To name only one of these, the Universal Christian 
Council for Life and Work (the “Stockholm Movement’’) is concerned 
with the study of ways in which the different Churches can work together | 
for the social and economic welfare of mankind without compromising 
their principles. It is notable that the study of these seemingly quite “prac- 


oe questions has led to the serious consideration of just such underlying 


theological issues as the Faith and Order Movement has made central. 


Two principles must guide us in working out the solution of this 


_ relationship. On the one hand, economy of funds and effort demands that — 


there be the fullest possible co-operation wherever the interests of these 
movements coincide. On the other hand, the genius of the Faith and Order | 
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Movement, as one which aims to wrestle with fundamental questions of 
truth and principle _— from the urgency of expedient action, must be 
conserved. 


- Relation to Other ] oint Commissions 


Because of the intimate inter-relation of all movements for unity, and 
in the interests of economy and coherent study, it seems desirable that 


' closer relations and possibly complete identity should be established be- 
tween the Commission on Faith and Order, and the Commission for Con- |

The Second World Con ference 


‘The first World Conference i in 1927, by bringing together - so repre- 
sentative a gathering in the interests-of mutual understanding and common 
study, marked a great turning of the tide in the relations of the divided 
Churches, and the reports of the Conference are a testimony to the broad 
areas of common ground which give the sure foundation for further _ 
progress. But just because the first Conference was controlled by the will 
to search out every point of common thought and practice and to avoid 


_ divisive considerations, it passed over many important differences and did 


not search out the roots of misunderstanding. The replies of the Churches 
to the Lausanne Reports* indicated their desire to pursue more thoroughly 


_ the study of these questions, and accordingly the Continuation Committee 
_ has called a second World Conference to meet in Lausanne in August — 


1937. 


The Churches were asked to appoint — their representatives 
to the Conference in order that they might take part in framing the 
program under the general subject, “The Church in the Purpose of God.” 


Ten places were assigned to the Episcopal Church—the maximum number, _ 


since it is hoped to keep the membership of the Conference below five 
hundred. Accordingly, after wide consultation and careful deliberation,

New Officers of the Movement — 


In 1932, ‘the Continuation Committee found it necessary to appoint a 
Theological Secretary to oversee that side of the work, and chose the Rev. 
Leonard Hodgson, D.D., now Canon of Winchester Cathedral, England, 
who from 1925 to 1931 was Professor of Apologetics at the General 
Theological Seminary, New York City. Shortly thereafter, Mr. Ralph W. 
Brown having resigned as General Secretary because of the financial . 
stringency, those duties also were assumed for the present by Canon — 
Hodgson. The office of the Committee therefore is now at Cheney Court, 
Winchester, England. An American office is also maintained at 111 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City, but the direction of the work is centered at 
Winchester. The Archbishop of York continues to be the active and able 
Chairman. 


The Work of the Episcopal Commission 


Turning to the work of our own Commission, as distinguished from 
its co-operation with the world-wide organization, there have been six 
meetings held since the General Convention met in 1931. Several changes 
in membership have taken place. Four members who had served from the 
first appointment of the Commission in 1910 have been lost by death: Mr. 
George Zabriskie, whose devoted services as Treasurer during that whole 
period will be gratefully remembered; the Rev. Francis J. Hall, D.D., 
whose keen power of analysis and eirenic spirit contributed so much to the 
Lausanne Conference; and Mr. Samuel Mather and Mr. Robert C. Pruyn, 
who, as laymen, upheld the work by generous gifts. The Rt. Rev. Reginald 

_.H. Weller, D.D., also an original member of the Commission, has resigned 
on account of impaired health. The resignation of Mr. - Jobo Nicholas ae 
Brown has been regretfully accepted.

_ securing gifts from individuals to supplement the official contributions 
from the Churches. Through these efforts, and the omission of many 


desirable activities, the Committee was able to survive the financial diff- 
culties which in 1932, and 1933 threatened its existence. Its budget has 
been reduced to one-half the normal amount. It is essential that the annual

J. Hall, D.D., was adopted: 


In the passing of Dr. Francis J. Hall the Church 
Militant has lost a great theologian, and our Commission 
- On a World Conference is deprived of one of its best in- 

formed and most sympathetic workers. He was born at Ash- 
tabula, Ohio, December 24, 1857. His school days were 
spent at Racine Grammar School and College with James 
DeKoven, but as illness had interrupted his course he did 
not graduate until 1882. after spending two years at the 
General Theological Seminary, he concluded his course 
~ under his former proféssor, Dr. Gold, who had become Dean 
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of the Western Seminary. During his seminary days he. | 
drafted a Summa Theologica, which so pleased the Bishop - 
of Chicago that he offered him the position first of in- 
- gtructor and later professor of Dogmatic Theology. This 
became his life work. It was an unbroken and consistent 
Career of forty-six years, twenty-seven years at the 
Western Seminary, fifteen years at the General Seminary, 
and four years completing his writings. He received the 
degrees of A.B. and M.A. from Racine College, D.D. from 
Kenyon College, and §.T.D. from the General Theological 
Seminary. General Convention appointed him on the Com- 
mission on Swedish Orders and on the Commission to ar- | 
range for a World Conference on Faith and Order. In 1909 
he delivered the Paddock Lectures on "Evolution and the 
Fall". In 1912 he preached the Hale Sermon before the oe 
Western Theological Seminary on "Recent Works of Anglican 
Theologians", and in 1923 his paper on "The Future of the 
Church" was read before the Anglo-Catholic Congress. He 
was co-opted”’as a member of the World Conference on Faith 
and Order at Lausanne in 1927 and took an active part in 
the Conference, as he had in the preparatory work.

It seems to me “Gmportant to redognise that the aeanire of 


€piscopacy has been many-sided in history and that changing views 


of its essential nature have been held within Anglicanism. The 
episcopate may be viewed as a form of government, an organ for the. 
determination of dogma, a source of priestly power, a guarantee of 
continuity and universality. In the late 16th and early 17th | 
centuries, Anglican writers chiefly defended it as a form of church 
‘government. When the other interpretations apnear, I do not ‘know. 


“ I should summarize somewhat as follows. Apart from the fact 
that the Church of England and its sister churches have always - 
been episcopal churches, the views taken within Anglicanism as to 
the necessity of episcopacy for a proper ministry have varied 
greatly and the attitude towards churches of the non-episcopal type 
‘has varied accordingly. With rare exceptions episcopal ordination | 
has been required for those seeking a place in the ministry of our 
Church, The attitude towards intercommunion with non-episcopal 
churches has varied in successive periods and among different | 
groups in the church. Probably it would be safe to say that there 
is as wide a gulf between modern Anglo—Catholics and the dominant 
party of 1570 as between modern Liberal—Evangelicals and the 3 


Carolines. And the underlying philosophy of intelligent Anglo- ye 


Catholics and intelligent Liberal-—Evangelicals has much in common 


that separates them from the presuppositions of Elizabethans and 
Carolines.

The Report speaks of various forms of ministry as having grown 
up within the divided communions of Christendom, "according to the 
circumstan@es ‘of the several communions and their beliefs as to the 
mind of Christ and the guidance of the New Testament." (This 
paragraph of the Lausanne Report is taken verbally from the Report 
of the oon Vonference. at Lambeth in May, 1922--Bell, Documents, 
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‘As an apvroach to present problems this statement seems to us a 
inadequate. For some 1500 years one main type of ministerial order 
persisted within the Church as a whole, and in the ancient historic 
_ Churches it still persists. But, side by side with it, since the © 
sixteenth century, in a multitude of Christian communions severed 
from the main stream of historic tradition, various modes of 
ministry believed to be in accordance with the guidance of the New 
Testament have come into being. The main motive which prompted 
these new beginnings in Church order was a_desire to return from the 
complexity and corruption of the medieval Church to the simplicity ; 
Of primitive and evangelical pattern. For most of those, at the 
time of their creation, it was claimed that they had an inherent 
right, in virtue of their scriptural character, to supersede the 
traditional and continuous ministry of the Church, The. historic 
Churches on their side-have for the most part repudiated the | 
Bini of the new mode. 


Those Churches which have retained the traditional 
of order, the Church of England among them, now find themselves in 
the presence of a multitude of other communions which have dissoci- 
ated themselves from tradition, and possess a Ministry of word and 


non-episcopal communions. To sour their reality as ministries 
within the divided life of Christendom would be gravely perilous. 

We recall what was said by the Church of "ngland representatives on 

the Joint Conference at Lambeth in July 1923, that "ministries which 

imply a sincere intention to preach Christ's word and administer the > 

Sacrament as Christ has ordained, and to which authority so to do 
has been soleanly given by the Church concerned, are real ministries 

of Christ's Word and Sacraments in the Universal Church, " shin 


But we also recall the words which follow these, that “minie- 
tries even when so regarded, may be in varying degrees irregular or 
defective." Some of us would be Of opinion that all ministries, in 
so far as they do not possess the endorsement of the whole of 
Christendom, are necessarily incomplete; and all of us hold that 
nem-episcopal ministries stand in need of supplement and regularisa-— 
tion. We are agreed that no movement toward such regularisation can 
hope (or deserve) to make progress if it involves repudiation by any 
minister of his ministry as invalid; and at the same time we desire 
to make it possible for existing irregularities to be remedied by 

the restoration, however gradual, of a factor of regularity which 
the non-episcopal communions: have abandoned. 


We believe that such a process will be facilitated 
in all discussions and negotiations an outlook toward the future is 
steadily maintained.....If we can show that our minds are turned 

toward the Church that is to be and thet we desire to do no injustice 
to the past or the present, but only to co-operate in building a 
more coherent structure for the future, we way hope syankly to 
fulfil the conditions under discussion.
